According to informed 
sources, members of the 
committee’s staff believe 
they cannot ignore the issue 
even if the prospect of set- 
tling it appears remote. 

“I think it’s fair to say 
they’re sniffing around on 


that right now,” one source 
said. “But. there’s no formal 
investigation yet and I don’t 
know if there will be.” 

Plans so far a p paren tly 
call only for a pre ii m inary 
inquiry. Under the commit- 
tee ’ s r ules , a full 
investigation cannot be initi- 
a t e d without majority 
approval from the 11-mem- 
ber panel. 

“We might just end up 
exonerating them (the CIA) 
on this one,” another source 
said, “but that’s all right: 
That’s our business, too.” 


Recent disclosures concern- 
ing the CIA’s domestic ac- 
tivities have encouraged a 
resurgence of charges that 
Kennedy was the victim of a 
conspiracy that involved the 
CIA. 

A group headed by come- 
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dian Dick Gregory has as- 
serted that E. Howard Hunt 
Jr. was picked up by the 
Dallas police shortly * after 
the 19G3 shooting and near 
the scene. 

The Warren Commission, 
which investigated the assas- 
sination, said that Lee Har- 
vey Oswald, acting alone, 1 
killed Kennedy. A persistent j 
critic of t he _ c ommission. 
Harold "IVeis'berg. said 
Wednesday hr> doubted that" 
any" inquiry ‘~bv the Senate" 
committee could prove 
productive. 
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
